General Wage Determination Deci- 
sions the Secretary Labor speci- 
fy, accordance with applicable law 
and the basis information avail- 
able the Department Labor from 
its study local wage conditions and 
from other sources, the basic hourly 
wage rates and fringe benefit pay- 
ments which are determined pre- 
vailing for the described classes la- 
borers and mechanics employed 
construction activity the character 
and the localities specified therein. 

The determinations these deci- 
sions such prevailing rates and 
fringe benefits have been made au- 
thority the Secretary Labor pur- 
suant the provisions the Davis- 
Bacon Act March 1931, amend- 
(46 Stat. 1494, amended, 
276a) and other Federal stat- 
utes referred CFR 1.1 
ing the statutes listed 306 fol- 
lowing Secretary Labor’s Order No. 
24-70) containing provisions for the 
Payment wages which are depen- 
dent upon determination the Secre- 
tary Labor under the Davis-Bacon 
Act; and pursuant the provisions 
Federal Regulations, Procedure for 
Predetermination Wage Rates, (37 
21138) and Secretary Labor’s 
Orders 12-71 and 15-71 (36 8755, 
8756). The prevailing rates and fringe 
benefits determined these decisions 
shall, accordance with the provi- 
sions the foregoing statutes, consti- 
tute the minimum wages payable 
Federal and federally assisted con- 
struction projects laborers and me- 
chanics the specified classes en- 
gaged contract work the charac- 
ter and the localities described 
therein. 

Good cause hereby found for not 
utilizing notice and public procedure 
thereon prior the issuance these 
U.S.C. 553 and not providing for delay 
effective date prescribed that 
section, because the necessity issue 
construction industry wage determina- 
tion frequently and large volume 
causes procedures impractical 
and contrary the public interest.
